CHAPTER 120.

[ Published April 14, 1863.]

AN ACT supplementary to chapter 79 of the vevised statutes oun-
titled ¢ of railroads.”

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows :

SecrioX 1.  Any deed of trust or mortgage of any
locomotives, tenders, cars or other property used or in-
tended to be used as rolling stock or equipment, on any
railroad in this state, and any discharge or satisfaction
thereof, shall be acknowledged in such manner as
would entitle a deed of real estate to be recorded, and
shall be sufficiently recorded or filed, by filing a copy
thereof in the office of the secretary of state; and a
certificate of such filing, endorsed thereon by the sec-
retary of state, shall be evidence thereof ; and such
deed of trust or mortgage shall be, and shall remain
during the continuance thereof, valid and effectual as
agsinst the creditors of the company making the same,
or subsequent purchasers, or mortgagees in good faith,
without any further proceeding whatsoever.

SectioN 2. All acts and parts of acts conflicting
with the provisions of this act, are hereby repealed.

SectioN 3. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
